The Permanent Cummittee of the Sani- 
tary Board having. strongly recommended 
the Govermmont to take over and com- 
pletely destroy the-whole of the condemned 
part of Tai-ping-shan and reconstruct it on 
an cotirely diffuront street plan, the Unofil- 
cial Mombers of tha Legislative Council 
have baen considering the proposal, ab the 
request of the Government,- and bave 
visited and inspected the place, About 
weok ago Mossrs 0, P. Ohater, A. Mo- 
Conachio, W. Danby, and Stewart Lock- 
hart went round, ond this wool a second 
tour was mado by Mears QO. P. Chater, 
, R. Bolilies, Granville Sharp, J.B. 
Conghtrie, and G. C, Coz. The object of 
thé visite was to ses how fat a compromise 
Pgould be effacted, in tho direction of allows 
ing some of the insanitary buildings to be 
mended instead of ended, 

Tho original plan wes to bum out 
tho whole area, pull down the watls aod 
remove everything left by the fire, 
and then to lay out the ground in 
new building lots, each levelled to avoid 
having any part of the dwellings under- 
ground, This would moun throwing away 
an immense amount of costly work that 
haa been done io paving streets and laying 
sewers and sturm-water desing; and some 
of the stroota, notably Pound Line and 
Upper Station Street, are practically 
nothing but large solid granite stairways. 

About a quarter ora fifth of the houses 
withia the enclosure are comparatively pew 
and have been built in accordance (theoreti- 
cally at any rate) with the requirementa of 
the present Building Ordinaoce ; there are 
niostly of three storaya, wits good walls, 
fuirly lofty rooms, and draina connected’ 
with the separate systam. Rome of them 
have water laid on, and appear to be s anad 
clasa of dwellings altogether. They bad, 
howover, cocklifta and cubiclea in every 
case, quite stultifying the Ordinance ; the 
kitchens, alao used a8 latrincs, ace itch 
dark, cluac, and filthy 5 and though almost 


every blook has a scavenging alley at the 
back, there asems avon nuw to be little 


of the ruoma, Ib ta a question fur the 
architects whether thesa, tho least objec 
tionable buildings, can be improved suffi- 
ciently to justify their retention. Owing 
to the eteopness of the hillside on which 
Pobpingshan is bnilt, every ground flour on 
the orth face of a honse is @ buaement at 
ita south end, damp, dark, aud tatelly on- 
ventilated, It remains to be scen. whether 
th: se aemi-eubrerranean fluvra can be mado 
cavitury, by excavating round them in the 
styte of tia ‘area’ or otherwise. Tf they 
ara simply ordered to be shut up, it ill bo 
impossiblo ta seo that the order is nat 
evaded 3 and avyhor theyampride, in thoir 
precent stats, eplendid stdraye-reom fur 
mephitic aire and wicrobes, owever, if 
the ‘ingenuity of the architects cao devine 
an adequate remedy for this-basoment-esil, 
they will have met one of the strangest 
arguments in favoar of total destruction. 

‘The next reason urged for burning the 
entire lot of buildings ia that the whole of 
the avil about these basements is impreg- 
nated with noxious matter, the accumula- 
tions of years, partly throngh the floors aud 
partly from leaky drains. Burning would 
uvdoubte ily be a splendid remedy; at tha 
last fre which troubled the brigade, it waa 
noticed that the heat could be felt through 
two or three fest of solid massnry. But if 
the soil can be disinfveted by a less extra- 
vagant method, then thero will be one more 
successful plea againat dostraation. 

Aw to the cooklofte, mezzanine floors, 
cubicles, and all such ingenious inventions, 
they will not of course be allowed again, 
and ll floors will be made water-tight; 
enough fur ordinary eluicing, instead of! 
being as at present either- porous tiles, 
rough planking, or plain mother earth.

ADMIRAL LANG’s OPINION, 

Jn a telegram from i ondon on the 8th 
inat., Captuim Lang, formerly \dmiral of the 
Chinese Novy, stated in aninterview that he 
gas confident any war between China and 
Japan would result in the Intter baing ut- 
terly ccushed, The Ohineso, he said, were 
capable of fighting for a contury. It was 
wolikely that the Chinese would carry the 
war into Japan, but they would take 
possession of the Loochoo Islanda. 

AN AUSTRALIAN OPINION. 

Tho following extract is tukeo froma 

leading article in the Sydney Morting 
Herald :—As to what may become of 
Corea, there need acarcely be much general 
coucern to the world. But more important 
to 1s than the fortunes of the fi.ht is the 
fact that from this conflict, if it comes, one 
Power, if not doth, will emerge with the 
military ardour quickened and the militiry 
training comploted as these have nerer 
been before. ‘Ebere aro the cluments for 
a prolonged and torrible conflict, The 
hundreds of millions of the Chinese popula- 
tion afford an ‘inoxhaustible fountain of 
recruits, while in Japan, a9 in tho British 
Talanda, the compactnoas and inaularity of 
tho Stata must contribute the advantages 
which the British race enjoyed in muny 
long and stubborn atroggle with the Gon- 
tinental nations of Europe. China bas 
tasny vulnerable points, butin a great ine 
vertebrate mass like that empire wounds 
ars not dangerous; and as one nation 
equally with tho other neta little 
yalue on human life, there will be likely to 
atiet oa determination to have the fight to 
the fnieh, ‘To whatevor aida viotory may 
go, at least one great fighting Power will 
bo developed in aess to which we have 
hitherto looked aa only the cruising grounds 
for the fieats af the Western Powers ; and 
wo in Australia will bo face to face with a new 
problem that hitherto has not entered inta 
one calculations and adyuatments of nation. 
al relations, It may nut necessarily follow 
that auch a Power would be hostile. It 
might be dven friendly and as ally. Bat 
|the impetus given to national life arising 
out of a otruggle like this, taxing all the 
energies of the combstante, would noces- 
sotily be felt in tha industrial and com- 
mrrcial development of the nation. Wara 
have their evils and thoir sufferings, which 
are ahared by the victors as well as by 
the vanquished, But it ts indisput- 
able that they have the affect of 
quickening tho life of a people and 
rreparing it for conqucat in the arts of 
poace as well as io thons of war, ‘A great 
atrnggle between China and Japao would 
not only lead to a consolidation of tha 
military strength of ons or of both nations, 
bul would tend to awaken new dasires, new 
capacitios, and new enterprises that would 
probably nerd foreign tields for their deve- 
inpment.. The people of both China and 
Japan, out more particulurly of Japan, 
bave bean already castiny their eyes over 
other lands as desirable for residence and 
exploitation, and there can be little doubt 
that the shaking up which thera two Orien- 
tal peaples would experience in the course 
of a great international eteuggla vould 
bring them wearer to the plino on which 
civilised ations are advancing than an 
ago of gradual development. This is the 
aepeot in which we are mainly concerned in 
looking at this steuggle-thet seema opening 
in Corea; and, whatever the immediate 
resulta to the combatanta may be, it will be 
the dawn of a new day in the political and 
commerical, and perhaps social, history of 
the Western Pacific,
